A band was playing at the 
time.

Many spectators thought the 
shots were sounds caused. by 
firecrackers. Mrs. Phelps, seat- 
ed next to her husband, also 
believed firecrackers were be- 
ing exploded until she saw him 
slump to the floor. 

Phelps, struck in the right 
chest arf hand by the wild 
bullets, murmured: “I’ve been 
shot.” He died before the ambu- 
m4 arrived. He was 43 years 
old. 

In describing events preced- 
ing the shooting, Mrs. Hender- 
son said: 

“The man who fired the shots 
was with three other young 
fellows and a young woman be- 
fore the show started. They 
were creating a small disturb- 
ance, dancing around and using 
bad language. 

“When the show began, they 
took their seats, but then there 
seemed to be some trouble. The 
man with the gun struck one 
fellow with his fist and then 
turned. as if to shoot another 
man, That is when the gun 
went off.”

REDS REINFORCE 
POLICE STUATION 
TENSE IM POLAND 


Aid Rushed From War- 
saw to Lodz, Where 
Strike 
Set Off Riots. 


LODZ, Poland, Aug. 13 (UP) 
—The government rushed po- 
lice reinforcements today from 
Warsaw to Lodz, Poland’s sec- 
ond largest city, where a sit- 
down streetcar strike threat- 


ened to touch off a new wave 
of “bread and freedom” riots. 

After clashes with the police 
yesterday, strikers had barri- 
caded themselves in the city’s 
two biggest trolley terminals. 
They spent the night there and 
vowed they would not: come 
out until their wage demands 


e met. 

The situation was tense. 

Militiamen (police) surround- 
ed the two depots, and police 
radio cars swarmed in the 
streets. The license plates of 
the prowl cars showed that 
many of them had moved in 
from the capital, 75 miles away. 

Streetcar traffic halted com- 
pletely. A fleet of 200 army 
trucks shuttled along the trol- 
ley routes providing substitute 
transportation. The truck driv- 
ers were the only troops in 
evidence in the city early today. 

Rumors in Warsaw said 
Communist leader Wladyslaw 
Gomulka has assigned Gen, 
Komar, chief of internal secur- 
ity, and Gen. Jan Frey-Bielicki, 
commander of the air force, to 
deal with “any emergency.” 

Strikers holding out in the 
Dambrowski depot sent out 
word that they would not leave 
their stronghold but were will- 
ing to have a delegation of 50 
men meet with officials. Yes- 
terday, the 600 strikers in the 
depot refused to send a dele- 


‘gation because they feared its 


members would be arrested, 
but they apparently hoped to 
avert this today through sheer 
‘size of the delegation. 

In .Warsaw, Deputy Premier 
Piotr Jaroszewicz announced 
“certain wage increases” in the 
lowest-paid category which in- 
cludes tram car workers, post 
office personnel, nurses, metal 
ore workers and stone quarry 
miners. He said the increases 
would be paid out of a 15 per 
cent tax increase on drinks con- 
tain more than 11 per cent 
alcohol which was proclaimed 
last week, It was understood 
the decision to increase some 
wages was taken at the time of 
the tax boost.

© New York Times News Service, 
NEW YORK, Aug. 13—Last 
Jan. 19 a cable was received in 
a Munich hotel room by a small, 
roly-poly man. It said simply: 
“Cinerama.” Decoded it meant: 
“Come home, your life is in 
danger.” . 
This ended 12 years of coun- 
ter-spy activity by Boris Morros, 
62 years old, Hollywood pro- 
ducer and music director. In 
that period he had gained the 
trust of the Russian secret 
police, while he reported to 
and took orders from the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. 
Speaking with a heavy Rus- 
sian accent, the mild-mannered 
Morros related his double-agent 


activities yesterday in the office 
of acting United States Attor- 


who restrained Morros occasion- 
ally from telling too much. 


Morros’s testimony before a 
United States grand jury re- 
sulted in an espionage indict- 
ment against Jack and Myra 


Soble, Jacob Albam and an 
American couple residing in 
Paris. The Sobles and Albam 
pleaded guilty. Mrs. Soble and 
Albam were sentenced to five 
and a half years each. Soble 
will be sentenced Sept. 18. 

‘Acquired a Kind of Bravery.’ 


Morros explained at the out- 
set: “I was never a spy in my 
life and during the war I ac- 
quired a kind of bravery, and I 
guess I behaved properly in 
the 12 years of my activity. 
That is the only reason I am 
alive. I don’t think I could do 
it again.” 


He said he was finally put | 
on the “very suspect” list of | 
the Russians. He explained 
that the Soviet Embassy in 
Washington had ceived 
charges “from their paid spies 
here — Americans — that I was 
not loyal to the Russian objec- 
tives. In fact, one such message 
came from the Soviets in Wash- 
ington while I was in Moscow 
meeting with the top men in 
the Russian secret police, and 
I had to talk fast to get out of 
that one.” 

(The Senate internal security 
subcommittee announced today 
it will question Morros at a 
closed session Wednesday, Aug. 
21. Morros will be asked, among 
other things, to name the 
“prominent American woman” 
he says tried to expose him to 
the Russians as a counterspy.) 


In 1935, Morros related, he 
went to Russia to see his ailing 
mother. After the death of his 
mother, “I got in touch with 
the Soviet diplomatic repre- 
sentatives here and started my 
one-man tampaign to bring my 
father to this country.” It was 
finally arranged and Morros’s 
father, Michael, arrived here in 
1943. The elder Morros, now 
8 years old, lives in California. 


Russian Overtures. 


The Russians began making 
discreet overtures to Morros 
and finally in 1945 asked him 
outright to become an agent 
for them. 

“I went straight to the FBI 
and reported what had hap- 
pened. I was told to agree to 
the Russian proposals and make 
my contacts.” 

Morros began taking orders 
from a man he knew as “Ed- 
ward Herbert.” Meanwhile, the 
FBI told Morros what assign- 
ments to take. Herbert has been 
identified as Vassili M. Zubilin, 
former Soviet Embassy secre- 
tary who left this country in 
1950 after having been declared 
persona non grata. 


Shortly after he agreed to 
become a “Russian agent,” 
Morros went with Zubilin to a 
Chinese restaurant in New York. 
Here he was introduced to Jack 
Soble, who was to act as Mor- 
ros's superior, Later, Soble took 
orders from Morros. 

Morros said he was asked to 
get information on _ strategic 
materials .and projects and 
“when this information was first 
cleared by the FBI, I i it 
along to the Russians.” He was 
restrained by Gilchrist from 
giving more details on the type

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13—A 
deposed union leader admitted 
under prodding by Senate in- 
vestigators today that he dis- 
bursed $50,000 of union funds 
he kept in a “little black box” 
with no accounting whatever 
to other officers of the union 
or the membership. 


The wiiness, Anthony Doria, 
former secretary-treasurer of 
the old AFL United Auto Work- 
ers, which later became the 
Allied Industrial Workers, told 
the special Senate committee 
investigating labor rackets that 
to have accounted for the 
money would have cost the 
membership $250,000 and they 
wouldn’t have stood for it. 


Could Have Put It in Bank. 


Asked by Robert F. Kennedy, 
committee counsel, how much 
it would have cost the mem- 
bership for him to have put 
the money in a bank where 
there would have been a per- 
manent record of deposits and 
disbursements, Doria conceded, 
after considerable hesitation: 
“Nothing.” 

Committee staff investigators 
have been able to find only 
fragmentary traces of the funds 
which went into Doria’s “little 
black box,” but the evidence | 
produced so far indicates that 
some of the funds kept therein, 
representing surrender to the 
international union of the treas- 
uries of defunct union locals, 
found its way into investment 
in a private business venture 
in which Doria was interested. 
(The Associated Press said 
the committee investigators de- 
veloped that Doria received 
$25,000 from a real estate man 
who made $35,000 on the pur- 
chase and quick resale of a 
Milwaukee union building’ in 
1954. Doria said the money he 
received was an investment in 
his Arizona mining venture.) 


Another Talkathon. 

Doria, a 232-pound man, en- 
gaged the committee again to- 
day, as he had yesterday, in a 
talkathon and it required the 
combined efforts of Kennedy, 
Senator John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, committee 
chairman, and the cold, docu- 
mentary evidence offered by 
Carmine Bellino, top committee 
staff investigator, to keep the 
voluable witness on the track 
even part of the time. 

He had clearly lost a great 
deal of the aplomb and glibness 
he displayed yesterday prior to 
a documentary showing, which 
he disputed, that $9620 of the 
funds of a defunct UAW-AFL 
local at Meriden, Conn., found 
its way over his signature into 
an aerial mapping concern in 
which he was a partner. 

Doria . insisted today that 
none of the money from the 
“little black box” was used for 
his personal benefit, asserting 
that it went out to pay “sporad- 
ic expenses,” for crganizational 
work and such. He conceded 
that there were no records to 
back up his statement. 

Box ‘Got Lost.’ 

There may have been some 
record in the “little black box,” 
he continued, but he took the 
box with him when he was 
kicked out of the union ‘in 
March 1957 with an $80,000 fi- 
nancial settlement and the box 
got lost sometime thereafter. 

He said he spent $50,000 of 
union funds between 1944 and 
1957, the period in which he 
held the office of secretary- 
treasurer. He said that Earl 
Heaton, who until two weeks 
ago was president of the AIW, 
also knew what was in the box 
during his term. He said, how- 
ever, that Heaton did not know 
the combination to the lock. 
He said Heaton authorized him 
to use the money. Doria said 
that he did not report the 
money on the union’s ledgers 
because the executive board 
never authorized him to. He 
said such authorization was re- 
quired by the union constitu- 
tion. 

‘Lame Constitution.’ 

“It’s a lame constitution if 
that’s all it required,” said Mc- 
Clellan. 

“That lame constitution was 
the only one I could go by,” 
the witness replied.

without food for three days be- 
fore he was rescued. 


Doctors said Corti would be 
released from the hospital with- 
ing a few days. Parts of his 
feet were frozen and he sus- 
tained cuts on his face and 
hands, but his condition other- 
wise was good. 

Newsmen were temporarily 
barred from talking to him 
but he was quoted as saying 
his Italian companion, Stefano 
Longhi, asked him to continue 
the climb alone to get help after 
Longhi had slipped 120 feet 
down and remained suspended 
in the ropes. 

Corti said he was hit by fall- 
ing rock on his way upward. 
The two Germans who climbed 
the wall at the same time ban- 
daged his head and shared their 
food with him. But, Corti re- 
lated, the Germans’ rucksack 
slipped from the ledge on 
which he was encamped on 
Thursday, leaving him without 
food until his rescue. 

Search for the Germans, who 
continued the ascent after tend- 
ing to Corti, was abandoned 
yesterday, They are presumed 
dead. Longhi’s body is hang- 
ing on the wall, face dawn and 
covered by snow. It will be re- 
moved eventually.

Point at Issue.

| After Keating’s move was

_ vision to voting right cases only. 
| Keating objected to that pro- 
cedure. 
The motion by Keating, act- 
'ing for the Republicans, would 
‘have given Senate-House con- 
ferees blanket authority to re- 
write any portions of the bill 
that were in dispute. Celler 
sought to limit the conferees to 
consideration of the jury trial 
amendment. That would have 
the effect of keeping intact 
other provisions of the Senate 
bill. 
| Mr. Eisenhower has said the 
| jury trial amendment, requiring 
| jury trials in all federal crim- 
inal contempt of court cases, 
would have the effect of weak- 
ening the judiciary. 

Going to Rules Committee. 

The next move will be to 
send the bill to the House Rules 
Committee in an attempt to ob- 
tain a special resolution to spell 
out what form of bill the con- 
ferees shall consider, subject to 
House approval. 

What the Rules Committee 
will do is uncertain. Chairman 
Howard W. Smith (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, has stated his opposition 
to a civil rights bill in any form, 
and can delay action. 

Speaker Rayburn told report- 
ers he would ask the Rules Com- 
mittee to consider the issue 
this week, 

Earlier Senate Republican 
Leader William F. Knowland of 
California had rejected any idea 
that Mr. Eisenhower might back 
down on the civil rights issue in 
exchange for an increase in 
foreign aid funds. 

“The President is not trad- 
ing the constitutional rights of 
any American for any piece of 
legislation,” Knowland said aft- 
er a White House meeting with 
the President. 

House Republican Leader 
Joseph W. Martin Jr. of Massa- 
chusetts called the civil rights- 
foreign aid idea a “wild rumor.” 

Some House Democrats were 
reported to have suggested they 
might vote for higher foreign 
aid appropriations— something 
Mr. Eisenhower strongly favors 
—if the Republicans would sup- 
port the civil rights bill in the 
form approved by the Senate. 

Knowland sought to knock 
down this idea after the weekly 
meeting between the President 
and Republican congressional 
leaders. 

Meeting on Aid. 

The civil rights issue became 
tied in with foreign aid spend- 
ing about the time Mr. Eisen- 
hower was meeting last night 
with Democratic and Republi- 
can leaders. of Congress in an ° 
effort to stave off new cuts in 
his $3,864,410,000 foreign aid 
program. 

Knowland rejected any talk 
of compromise along this line. 
“The national defense of our 
country should not be put on 
the trading block,” he said. 

At the same time he indicat- 
ed the President had not closed 
his mind to a possible compro- 
mise on the civil rights legisla- 
tion itself. He said Mr. Eisen- 
hower was not insisting that 
his original bill be 
exactly as it was submitted. He 
said, too, that the President had 
not indicated: how much modi- 
fication of the original bill 
would be acceptable to him.

Hoffa Leads AFL Clash With CIO

TER, MFELENE 
WENO FOR EUROPE 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 13 (AP) 
—A wealthy American couple, 
under -subpena to testify before 
a federal grand jury investi- 
gating Communist espionage, 
was reported today to have left 
Mexico City for Europe. 

Alfred K. Stern and his wife, 
Martha Dodd Stern, departed 
here on a Royal Dutch airliner’ 
July 2 with a ticket to Zurich, 
Switzerland. They were accom- 
panied by their son, Robert. 
There was no reason given for 
their departure. 


The Sterns had been called 
to testify before the New York 
grand jury which returned in- 
dictments against Jack and 
Myra Soble and Jacob Albam 
and Mr. and Mrs. George Zla- 
tovski. Albam and Mrs. Soble 
were sentenced to five and one- 
half year terms for espionage. 
The Zlatovskis are in Paris. 


Mrs. Stern, whose father was 
United States Ambassador to 
Germany from 1933 to 1938, is 
believed to be a friend of Mrs. 
Zlatovski. . 


The United States is reported 
to have been negotiating for 
return of the Sterns. However, 
the United States-Mexico extra- 
dition treaty provides for the 
return only of persons charged 
with crimes of violence. 

The Sterns were convicted of 
contempt by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Richard H. Levet in 
New York May 1 and fined 
$25,000 for failure to appear be- 
fore the espionage jury as or- 
dered March 14. Stern, a for- 
mer investment broker, and his 
wife were in Mexico City when 
the fines were imposed.

In his secret agent role Mor- 
ros made 68 overseas crossings. 
Two FBI agents were assigned 
to him and they were never 
more than a stone’s throw away. 
The agents were able to film all 
documents that were given to 
Morros and keep close tabs on 
his Russian contacts. 


One day Zubilin took Morros 
to the Soviet Embassy in Paris 
to see a Russian-produced mo- 
tion picture. Morros sat between 
the Russian ambassador and an | 
FBI agent, who was passed off 
by the producer as a “comrade- 
in-arms.” 

The picture depicted the suc- 
cessful venture of a Soviet spy 
in the United States who had 
set himself up in the bristle 
and hair business ih New York 
as a front. Later, Morros point- 
ed out to the ambassador that 
this was the very ‘business in 
which Jack Soble was engaged. 
The ambassador, Morros report- 
ed, ordered the film destroyed. 

Morros got along famously 
with the Russians. Soble had 
“built up a legend that I was 
a millionaire. I never asked for 
and never reeeived any money 
from the Russians.” In fact, 
Morros said he is now “broke,” 
having spent $2,000,000 of his 
own money to further his spy 
activities. 

Fully Accepted by GPU 

It was not until 1950 that 
Morros knew he had been com- 
pletely accepted by the Russian 
secret police—the GPU. He 
was in Moscow and was dined 
and wined for 10 hours by Gen. 
Petr. Vassilievich Fedotov, head 
of the GPU. 

Morros said his pose as a spy 
for the Russians, “didn’t come 
easy.” He added: 

“I hated everything they 
stood for and when I had to 
express myself to high Russian 
officials and to American spies 
employed by them in terms sup- 
porting their vicious ideology, I 
really had to do a more realis- 
tic acting job than any of the 


Col. Abel Given Until Friday 
to Obtain Counsel. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
Russian Col. Rudolf Abel, al- 
leged master spy, obtained a 
postponement today until Fri- 
day to obtain counsel. 

Judge Matthew T. Abruzzo, in 
United States District Court in 
Brooklyn, said he would appoint 
a counsel for Abel then unless 
the Russiar had retained some- 
body of his own choice. Abel 
said he was agreeable. 

The Russian, who had no at- 
| torney when first taken into 
court last Friday, told the judge 
he had tried to get the services 
of John J. Abt, who has been 
counsel for Communists, but 
that Abt had previous com- 
mitments. 

Entering of a plea by Abel 
has been delayed until he has 
counsel. The court last Friday 
entered a not guilty plea tem- 
porarily on his behalf. 

Special United States Attor- 
ney James J. Featherstone told 
the court that money the Gov- 
ernment seized from Abel when 
he was arrested last June could 
be used to hire an attorney. 
Abel had $6000 when picked up, 
originally on a charge of resid- 
ing illegally in this country. 
While deportation proceedings 
still were under way, he was 
indicted on the spy charge. 

Abel, who faces a possible 
death penalty, is alleged to have 
headed a military-atomic-secret 
espionage ring while posing as 
a Brooklyn artist and photo- 
graphic studio operator.

MORSE. OPPOSES 
FC NOMINATION 
OF KUYKENDALL 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP) 
—Senator Wayne Morse (Dem.), 
Oregon, today opened a Demo- 
cratic attack on the Eisenhower 
Administration’s power and 
farm policies with a demand 
for Senate rejection of the 
ndmination of Jerome K. Kuy- 
kendall. 

Kuykendall, reappointed by 
President Eisenhower as a 
member of the Federal Power 
Commission, was assailed by 
Morse as “lacking in candor” 
in his dealings with Congress. 
Kuykendall was chairman of 
the FPC. 

“If he is confirmed it will be 
the signal that Congress is in- 
sensitive to the manner in 
which its delegated powers are 
being employed to enrich sup- 
posedly regulated utilities and 
to gouge customers,” Morse said 
in a prepared Senate speech. 

Morse criticized Kuykendall’s 
official actions ‘in connection 
with the canceled Dixon-Yate 
power contract. He said that i 
testimony before Congress the 
nominee “misrepresented the 
facts as to what took place in 
1954.” 

He also assailed Kuykendall’s 
vote to let the Idaho Power Co. 
develop dams at the Hell’s Can- 
yon site on the Snake river. 

“There could be no better il- 
lustration than these cases,” 
Morse said, “of the grave 
danger of having one of the 
country’s outstanding regulatory 
commissions continue under the 
guidance of Mr, Kuykendall. He 
has shown by his own state- 
ment, with its less than full dis- 
closure of the facts, that he 
cannot be trusted to protect the 
public interest or carry out the 
congressional intent in this vital 
field.”

GUANA ANTE REDS 
TAKE EARLY LEAD 


GEORGETOWN, Aug. 13 (AP) 
—The anti-Communist forces of 
Negro lawyer Linden Forbes 
Burnham took an early lead to- 
day in the fight for British 
Guiana’s 14 Legislative Council 
seats. 

Burnham and two supporters 
won the three seats in the 
Negro stronghold in this capi- 
tal. He took another in the 
western Berbice river district. 

Two seats outside Georgetown 
went to the Communist East In- 
dian dentist, Cheddi Jagan, in- 
cluding his own district of east- 
ern Berbice. A Jagan supporter 
also was leading in a third dis- 


trict. 


Jagan and his Chicago-born 
wife, Janet Rosenburg Jagan, 
are counting on votes from the 
countryside to carry their Marx- 
ist People’s Progressive party 
into power in this British crown 
colony on South America’s 
coast, 

There are 28 seats in the 
Guianan legislature. However, 
the British Governor is em- 
powered to appoint 11 members 
and a speaker. Three members 
of-his staff are ex-officio mem- 
bers. Thus, if one party should 
win all 14 elective seats, it still 
could be déut-voted by the 15 
appointive and ex-officio mem- 
bers. 

The election was the first 
since 1953 when the British de- 
posed Jagan as Prime Minister 
on the ground that he had tried 
to Cemmunize the entire gov- 
ernment, 

Britain later announced that 
no Communist government 
would be allowed in this 83,000- 
square-mile territory.

To Make New Appraisal of Its 
Foreign and Defense Policies 


Difficulty in Subduing 200 Rebels Indi- 
cates Methods Are Out of Touch With 
Reality and That Reliance on Nuclear 
Weapons May Be Useless.

HE BRITISH FOREIGN OFFICE breathed an almost audible 
sigh of relief at news that the rebel fortress town of Nizwa 
in central Oman has fallen, but the aftermath of this unhappy 


little conflict is running deep in 


In fact, some 200 rebel tribes- 
men in the barren mountains 
on the eastern tip of the 
Arabian peninsula have forced 
the British government to take 
a hard look at the meaning of 
Oman in its defense and foreign 
policies. 

Three basic questions are 
now hanging over Whitehall as 
the red flag of the Sultan of 
Muscat and Oman replaces the 
white flag of his rival, the 
Imam of Oman: 

First, why the “military 
muddle” in dealing with the 
rebellion? Are British diplo- 
matic and military methods and 
know how out of touch with 
realities? What can be done to 
improve in the future on the 
military performance, of this 
affair and the prior Saez action 
(leaving to one side, that is, 
the political decisions involved 
in undertaking such operations 
in the first place)? 

Does Policy Fit Role? 

Two, is Britain’s new defense 
program — which places such 
heavy and basic reliance on 
nuclear weapons for the future 
—really the right one for this 
nation in the world today? Is 
not Britain’s rele essentially 
that of a policéman coping with 
unruly youth in the world, or 
at best civil rioters, and not 
that of super power nuclear 
diplomacy? 

Phird, are these Nineteenth 
Century treaty arrangements— 
by which British has kept peace 
in the Persian gulf and the 
Aden coast for a century or 
more—not now an anachronistic 
liability in the second half of 
the Twentieth Century. If so, 
what is to replace them, and 
how afe tribal peace and order 
to be maintained in this back- 
ward but vital part of the 
world? 

Taking the first of these ques-, 
tions, the “military muddle” of 
the last month in Oman has 
been a compound of a number 
of factors—as muddles usually 
are. First of all, in retrospect, 
it is clear that British intelli- 
gence in the area simply did 
not know that this tribal con- 
flict was going to be different 
from those of the past. They 
knew trouble was brewing, but 
they did not know that modern 
automatic weapons had reached 
the natives and that the natives 
knew how to use them. 

Understandable Collapse. 

Then when trouble did break 
out, the Sultan of Muscat’s pri- 
vate army, officered by a dozen 
or so retired British soldiers on 
contract ‘to the Sultan, col- 
lapsed. This was understand- 
able, for the simple reason that 
the equivalent of the 1870 
Mauser rifle has long been the 
deciding weapon in t of 
the world, and suddenly the 
Muscat and Oman field force 
ran into land mines and auto- 
matic rifle fire. The British 
have now sent two senior of- 
ficers from their Somaliland 
Scouts to. regroup and retrain 
the Sultan’s army. 

The “military muddle” was 
then compounded when the 
Royal Air Force got into the 
act and insisted—on the basis 
of its. effective experience in 
the Aden protectorate farther 
south—that a few rockets and 
cannon shells would do the 
trick. This suited Whitehall 
thinking, since Whitehall was 
anxious to avoid the use of 
British troops, . 

It then turned out, moreover, 
that the much touted “mobility” 
of British forces .in the Middle 
East for dealing with fire bri- 
gade emergencies was simply 
not at hand when the alarm 
went. {* 

Transport aircraft had to 
make it from Britain to Cyprus 
to Kenya and back across tothe 
Persian gulf, and while this was 
no doubt efficiently done, it. 
takes time. Meanwhile, the reb- 
els in central Nizwa found that, 
by changing a white flag for a

The Sweeping Jenner Bill 

The Jenner bill to curtail the jurisdiction of 
the Supreme Court has been approved by the 
Senate Subcommittee on Internal Security, and 
this week it is before the Judiciary Committee. 
Both groups, incidentally, are under the chair- 
manship of Senator Eastland of Mississippi. 

Such members of the committee as Senators 
Hennings of Missouri, Kefauver of Tennessee, 
O'Mahoney of Wyoming and Watkins of Utah, 
it is to be hoped, will be able to insure deliber- 
ate consideration of the measure even though 
others may be disposed to rush it to the Senate 
floor where, in view of the increasing desire for 
adjournment, there may be danger of over- 
hasty action. , 

The Jenner bill reflects the chagrin aroused 
in some quarters by the Court's decision in the 
Jencks case. It is so sweeping that it suggests 
an angry desire to strike back at the Justices 
rather than a .careful exercise of the constitu- 
tional authority of Congress to make regulations 
for the Court. 

The bill would deprive the supreme bench of 
appellate authority over all actions of congres- 
sional committees, including contempt citations. 
It would take away the power to review the 
discharge of Government employes on the 
ground that they were Communists or had Com- 
munist associations. It would forbid appeals to 
the Supreme Court from convictions in state 
courts under laws covering sedition or subver- 
sion. It also would forbid review of the suspen- 
sion or dismissal of teachers on these general 
grounds. And it would forbid the Court to con- 
sider the actions of state courts or state bar as- 
sociations regarding lawyers who defend clients 
accused of subversive activities. 

* > > 
As early as 1799, Justice Chase declared: 


The notion has been frequently enter- 
tained that the Federal courts derive their 
judicial power immediately from the Con- 
stitution; but the political truth is that the 
disposal of the judicial power (except in a 
few specified instances) belongs to Con- 
gress. If Congress has given the power to 
this Court, we possess it, not otherwise. 


Subsequent ded¢isions of the Court itself ac- 
knowledged that the Constitution clearly em- 
powers Congress to diminish its scope as well as 
to enlarge it. And Congress, for example, has 
both increased and reduced the number of Jus- 
tices. But this still leaves in question whether 
a curtailment of the Court’s appellate jurisdic- 
tion as contemplated in the Jenner bill wodld 
be wise. This is a question on which the Court 
may not speak in its own defense. The answer 
is up to Congress and the péople. 

Surely it would be a gross violation of the 
spirit of the Constitution to take away the right 
of appeal from persons convicted in cases which 
most shameful of all 
crimes. If they are not to turn to the Supreme 
Court, where shall they turn? The Constitu- 
tion forbids Congress to exercise any judicial 
function. It may not try a case or hear an ap 
peal—not even on a contempt citation issued 
in its own name. Nor may Congress turn this 
function over to an executive officer of the 
Government.

The Bureau of Labor Statistics has come to 
the conclusion that the price of labor has fol- 
lowed the price of goods upward, and not vice 
versa. It reached this conclusion despite the 
fact that average hourly wages rose 68 per cent 
in 10 years, while prices rose 28 per cent. 

Hourly wages, BLS says, do not accurately re- 
flect the impact of labor costs on prices. The 
real test is the unit labor cost—the cost of labor 
for producing a unit of goods. Here, BLS finds, 
labor costs rose 28 per cent from 1947 to 1956, 
while prices of goods and services produced by 
this labor also rese 28 per cent. 

But even that is not the whole story. For 
year by year,’ BLS discloses, prices moved up 
before unit labor costs did. In .1949 and 1950, 
for example, unit labor costs actually declined 
but prices continued to rise. The gap between 
the two was not closed until recently. 

No less a business spokesman than the maga- 
zine Business Week concedes the BLS report 
“cast considerable doubt on the thesis that wage 
inflation had been the primary cause of price in- 
flation throughout most of the postwar period.” 

This may not shed much light on the princi- 
pal cause of inflation, but it eliminates wages as 
the main culprit, and the Kefauver committee 
can go on from there.

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Million Moonlighters 


Moonlighting is’an odd phenomenon growing 
up in our Ameri¢an life: It fs also a sad one. 
For moonlizhting mexatis ‘working at a second 
job—anywhere from 10 hours a week on up. 

The shortening of the work week has. made it 
possible for more persons than ever before to 
take double employment, at the same time that 
inflation is giving them a spur to darn more mon- 
ey. So an estimated 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 work- 
ers in this country have become moonlighters, 
according to a survey by the National Industrial 
Conference Board. : 

It is an unfortunate development from every 
standpoint. The workér cannot work as well or 
as safely as he should, and may endanger his 
health. . Worst of all, the practiee defeats the 
whole purpose of leisure as a hecessary part of 
a good life. 

It would be pertinent to know how many of 
the million or two moonlighters are really 
driven to a Second job by economic necessity, 
and how many take it bécause their leisure is 
of little value in their eyes. 

Apparently ¢hr@ is not only a job to be done 
in teaching prices how to behave; but also in 
teaching people how to live.

As we read newspaper dispatches 
from Taiwan and Algeria, from India 
and even some of our Latin American 
neighbors, we often ask ourselves: 
“Can they be talking about us? Where 
do they get this picture of the United 
States as an imperialist nation, addicted 
to warmongering, favorable to colonial- 
ism, and opposed to independence, po- 
litical or economic or both, for under- 
developed countries?” 

The easiest conclusion, and one to 
which many of. us readily jump, is that 
criticism of the United States is tue 
solely to Communism.

many of our critics are conservatives, ‘ 


or even reactionaries, who bitterly o 
se Communists. What, we ask, is this 
eeling which unites people of many 
different backgrounds and of other- 
wise clashing points of view in com- 
gn Bae is anti-Westerni It 
This, is anti-Westernism. 
existed in Czarist, Russia before Karl 
Marx Wrote “Das Kapital” and Lenin 
seized the’ poWer inherited by Stalin 
and; since the old dietator’s death, by 
Moscow's “collective leadership.” It 
exists today in Cairo and New Delhi, 
in Kenya and Rabat. The Communists 
capitalize on this feeling, but they did 
not create it.. What did? 
Anti-Westernism is a powerful mix- 
ture of twe emotions: admiration for 
and envy of the material achievements 
of the West—its technological, indus- 
trial ay and military strength; and 
profound revulsion against Western 
ideas and practices which, non-West- 
erners fear, pay destroy their relig- 
ious. values, social customs and age- 
old institutions, leaving a spiritual void.

Goes to U.N. Assembly. 


New impetus came from cre- 
ation of a United Nations 
emergency force for the Middle 
East last year after the attack 
on Egypt by Israel, Britain and 
France, and the success of that 
temporary police force. 

The Sparkman  fresolution, 
which will be laid. before the 
U.N. General Assembly in its 
forthcoming session, welcomes 
creation of that Middle East 
emergency force and urges that 
“a force of a similar character” 
be made a permanent arm of: 
the United Nations. 


It also recommends that it 
be made up of troops from 
members of the United Nations 
which are not members of the 
U.N. Security Council, as is the 
present Middle East force. 


Another important measure 
pending in Congress is that to 
promote the peaceful develop- 
ment of the atom through the 
so-called “atoms - for - peace” 
plan originally proposed by 
President Eisenhower. 


Foreign Aid Program. 


The international agency al- 
ready has been set up. Last 
week the House passed the bill 
for United States participation 
and sent. it to the Senate for 
action. \ 

In connection with another 
important aspect of our foreign 
policy, there is somé difficulty 
ahead. That is the mutual se- 
curity program of economic and 
military aid to our allies among 
free nations.

Cutting Authorization. 


President Eisenhower's pro- 
gram called for $3,864,000,000.

A joint Senate- 
House conference mmittee 
compromised the difference and 
approved $3,366,000,000, which 
is expected to, be approved 
finally. 

However, — actually b 
propriating @ money 
must be passed. In preparing 
this, the House Appropriations 
Committee is whittling down 
the authorized amount, with 
forecasts that, unless the 
whittling is checked, the event- 
ual figure approved by Con- 
gress will be around three bil- 
lion dollars even. 

The President regards this as 
too little. He is likewise inter- 
ested in his recommendation 
that the emphasis be switched 
from direct grants to more 
loans in foreign aid, and that 
in order to give leeway for 
vperatien, the lending authority 
be spread over three years, 
without the necessity of getting 
authority every year.

BRITAIN TAKES ART

LONDON, Aug. 13 (AP)—The 
British treasury announced to- 
day it was taking over eight 
major works of art and a 
Sixteenth Century mansion in 
settlement of a £1,200,000 ($3,- 
360,000) debt on death duties 
owed by the Duke of Devon- 
shire. 

Included are works by Hol- 
bein, Van Dyck, Claude Lor- 
raine and Rembrandt. It is said 
the Government acted to pre- 


vent their possible sale to 
American collectors. Their value 
is estimated at $2,870,000. 


Total death duties on the es- 
tate of the 55-year-old tenth 
Duke of Devonshire, who died 
in 1950, were $6,720,000. The 
300-room mansion, Hardwick 
Hall, is surrounded by 934 
acres of woodland. The 86-year- 
old dowager duchess will con- 
tinue to live in the mansion 
where she now entertains tour- 
ists at 35 United States cents a 
head. Britain’s national trust 
will take over the estate after 
her death. 

The present duke lives in an- 
other stately home of his own.

Dorothy 
Collins, who sings on the “Hit 
Parade” TV show, made a per- 
fect Dorothy, the little girl who 
is blown from Kansas to the 
Land of Oz by a tornado. She 
had freshness and all-pervad- 
ing wonderment, which is im- 
portant, because you see all the 
marvels and humors of Oz 
through Dorothy’s eyes.

A Look at the Cook of Tomorrow 


Some Futuristic Culinary Delights Are in Store, Thanks to Uncle Sam and Jet Age 


By Olga Curtis 
CHICAGO, Aug. 13 (INS). 
T wr cook of tomorrow may 


wrestle with a pillbox in-: 


stead of a stove. She'll dish 
up meat from a tube, cheese in 
a pill and cereal in a bar. 

Phese futuristic culinary de- 
lights will be her bonus from 
the jet age; Uncle Sam’s ex- 
perts have already perfected 
these super-concentrated foods 
for the “stratosphere feeding” 
of pilots. 

Want a ham-and-cheese on 

rye? It comes in a small plastic 
ie. Ready for non-chew eat- 
ing. How about a glass of milk? 
Just put an inch-wide milk pill 
in your mouth and let it dis- 
solve. Fruit and cereal for 
breakfast? Chew a three-inch 
bar. Sunday chicken dinner? 
You'll suck it from a can like 
an ice-cream soda. 

These items, products of the 
Quartermaster Food and Con- 
tainer Institute Research Labor- 
atories in Chicago, are as nutri- 
tious as the foods they’re made 
from, and they last a lot longer 
than the original. 

“But they don’t taste very 
good,” admits food expert B. W. 
Gardner. “Take that ham-and- 
cheese in a tube. The after- 
taste is like ham-and-cheese, 
but it feels like cold condensed 
soup going down.” 

The Government, Gardner ex- 
plained, isn’t interested in fan- 
cy flavor. Just in providing 
quick food energy for a pilot 
who has to eat through an oxy- 
gen helmet. 

But Gardner says civilian in- 
dustry may someday be able 
to put out cheap, tasty food 
pills. He foresees “food dis- 
pensing machines, where you 
would drop in your money and 
get a cheese pill or a meat 
bar for quick snacks.” 

“K'd be great at coffee 
breaks or at the movie when 
you get tired ef popcorn,” 
Gardner laughed. 

He pointed out seriously that 
the new food pills and bars 
could have great value in bet- 
tering nutrition and diet.

She has only one small gripe: 
“Other women won't be cook- 
ing irradiated foods for an- 


other 10 years or so. And I'd 
love to show off my cooking. 
But nobody ever tells me how 
good it tastes. And I can’t take 
home samples.” 

In fact, everything she cooks 
comes out of a locked vault. 
Her assignment, for more than 
a year, has been to cook and 
evaluate irradiated food—foods 
treated by atomic rays to last 
indefinitely without refrigera- 
tion.

ANE has cooked 300 rashers 
J of bacon, 600 potatoes, 20 

pounds of shrimp, countless 
pork chops and steaks, straw- 
berries, green peas, carrots, 
even rolls—all of them frradi- 
ated. 

She's the inventor of “David- 
saver white wine sauce for 
stewed irradiated chicken,” 
which Army Secretary Wilbur 
Brucker liked so much he 
cleaned his plate. 

“IT have even baked an ir- 
radiated pumpkin pie,” laughs 
Jane. “It was easy. Irradiated 
bacon is the most fun and the 
most trouble. Never cooks the 
same, and sometimes it just 
won't get crisp.” 

Jane’s cooking results are 
carefully written down for Gov- 
ernment study. So are all her 
ingredients, and the exact cook- 
ing method used. 

Since Jane works in a kitchen 
equipped with gas, electric and 
éven a GI gasoline field range, 
30 kinds of pots and 200 differ- 
ent kitchen tools, each cooking 
assignment involves a great deal 
of measuring and writing. 

“At home I'm the ‘pinch of 
this and a pinch of that’ kind of 
cook,” she laughs. “I never 
measure anything and [I taste 
everything. 

“That tasting is a habit I can't 
break. I nibble at all the ir- 
radiated foods, too.” 

The girl who now serves test 
meals to generals and atomic 
scientists “fell in love with pots 
and pans as a little girl.” 

“My mother taught me cook- 
ing, and I’ve always loved it. 
But I never expected to do this 
kind of cooking—they just 
handed me some irradiated food 
one day and I’ve been working 
with it ever since.”

TECHNICALLY, of course, 
my correspondent is right. The 
grammatically correct formula- 
tion would be “who did it,” not 
“who done it.” But I’m afraid 
she has forgotten, if she ever 
knew, the popular slang desig- 
nation for detective stories— 
“‘whodunits.” This is a word so 
commonly used that it has even 
been included in the most re- 
cent edition of Merriam-Web- 
ster, labeled “Slang, U.S.” 

I think we can absolve Life’s 
editors of ignorance of gram- 
matical propriety in this in- 
stance. Doubtless they were at- 
tempting to add savor to an eth- 
erwise routine account by spic- 
ing it up with an allusion to 
popular slang. The effort seems 
to have misfired with at least 
one reader, though. Perhaps it 
would have been better to use 
the informal “whodunit” spell- 
ing to avoid such a misunder- 
standing as this.
